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My  Dear  Sir, — 


Halifax,  27th  Jan.  1873. 


I  am  much  obliged  by  your  note  of  the  2tth,  cnclosinc^  the 
Report  of  the  Librarian  of  the  Citizen's  Free  Library  for  the 
past  year.       I  have  read  also  the  several  reports  that  have 
been  made  snice  the  Library  Tvas  founded  in  18G4,  and  at 
the  recent  meetmg  when  Your  Worship  and  the  six  Gentlemen 
coraposmg  the  Committee,  did  mo  the  honor  of  calling  on  me' 
I  was  gratified  to  find  that  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  were' 
so  justly  and  so  warmly  appreciated.     It  is  still  on  a  humblo 
scale  compared  with  other  Free  Libraries  in  the  lar<rer  and 
more  populous  cities  of  the  Dominion  and  the  United'^States  • 
they  reckon  their  books  by  tens  of  thousands,  while  about  four 
thousand  only  is  the  extent  of  ours,  yet  it  has  done  good  ser- 
vice and  yielded  a  large  amount  of  instruction  and  innocent 
enjoyment  with  narrow  means. 

Upwards  of  1500  persons  have  entered  their  names  on  its 
books  and  partaken  of  its  privileges,  and  its  annual  issues  have 
varied  Irora  7  to  10  thousand  volumes,  an  average  of  150    to 
200  a  week.    I  am  delighted  therefore  to  learn  that,  in  place  of 
the  present  small  and  inconvenient  apartment  the  Committee 
are  prepared  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  of  which  they  are 
members,  a  proposition  to  lease  for  library  and  reading  room 
purposes   a  commodious  building  in  a  central  position,  which 
will  render  the   Institution  accessible  and  better  known  to  the 
commumty,  and  induce  benefactions  and  gifts  as  in  other  cities 
for  the  use  of  all  classes,  but  especially  of  the  young  men  and 
women  m  our  manufactories,  shops  and  households,  whoso  nirrhts 
would  be  much  better  occupied  in  making  themselves  acquainted 
with  the  stores  of  learning  and  genius  which  the  English  and 
American  classics  so  abundantly  supply,  rather  than  with  a  suc- 
cession of  spectacles,  not  always  of  the  most  edifyintr  kind  in 
which  so  much  of  their  time  and  substance  is  wasted.  ' 

My  late  brother  George  had  a  room  fitted  up  for  a  library 
web  known  to  many  of  the  citizens,  comprising  several  hundred 
vo  umes,  and  especially  rich  in  Colonial  literature.  This 
still  remains  under  my  charge,  and  some  years  a^^o  I 
agreed  to  purchase  it  from  the  Heirs,  at  a  valuation  and  ofiered
